Local labor market saturated with opportunities, 
but employers find it hard to maintain workforce

Wanted: Truck drivers, core drillers, 
nurses, teachers, bus drivers, plant 
workers and more. 

The local job market is bub¬ 
bling over with opportunity, but 
employers are having a difficult 
time finding willing and quali¬ 
fied candidates. 

Last week’s newspaper clas¬ 
sifieds had more than a dozen 
job openings and local manu¬ 
facturers are regularly seeking 
to fill openings. 

Tim Capps, president of Par 
4 Plastics in Marion, said his company 
hired six new workers this week and 
six last week. Turnover rate remains 


high, he said, but finding employees is 
a bit easier today than it was last sum¬ 
mer. 

Still, Capps said manufacturers all 
over the country are having 
similar problems. 

“No matter who I talk to, it’s 
the same story,” Capps said. “I 
have talked to people with 
Ford Motor Co., and they are 
seeing young people coming 
and going all of the time, too.” 

Local employers say work¬ 
place skills such as punctual¬ 
ity, appearance, interpersonal 
communication and, quite 
frankly, the ability to pass a drug 
screening, are not as common as one 
might imagine. Those traits are com¬ 


monly called “soft skills” in the jobs 
market industry. 

Capps said regular attendance is 
perhaps the biggest problem his per¬ 
sonnel department faces with regard 
to employees. 

“If people will act like they want a 
job, they can get and keep a job,” 
Capps said. “That’s not just in Marion, 
it’s anywhere.” 

Local health care faces a different 
set of challenges, although attendance 
is important there, too. Competition, 
especially for higher-level nurses and 
ancillary-care providers, is among the 
major obstacles in Marion. Robin Cur- 
nel, chief nursing officer at Crittenden 
Health Systems, said most health care 
professionals work 12-hour shifts. The

Pleas to D.C. 
over U.S. 641 
hit dead end 

STAFF REPORT 

The county’s top elected officials took their concerns 
about what they say is a lack of progress on the develop¬ 
ment of a realigned U.S. 641 all the way to Capitol Hill 
last month in the hope of moving the road forward, but 
it appears that effort has fallen short. 

In March, Crittenden County Judge-Executive Perry 
Newcom and Marion Mayor Mickey Alexander ap¬ 
proached Congressman Ed Whitfield (R- 
Hopkinsville) in Washington, D.C., 
about using federal influence to get the 
state road project moving forward. Last 
week, Newcom received an email reply 
from Rep. Whitfield’s office that offered 
faint hope for speeding things along. 

In an electronic message forwarded 
to Newcom last Wednesday from Melissa 
Buchanan, Whitfield’s legislative direc¬ 
tor in Washington, she included a re¬ 
sponse from Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet Deputy Secretary Russ Romine to her inquiries 
on the progress of the project. Romine offered little more 
than a history of the U.S. 641 realignment project. 

“This is the same old rhetoric that we get each time 
we inquire about the progress on Highway 641,” Newcom 
said in response to Buchanan about Romine’s com¬ 
ments. 

Romine shared his discussion with Cabinet Secretary

proposed budget maintains status quo 


County’s 

STAFF REPORT 

The county budget pro¬ 
posed for the coming fiscal 
year looks to offer little new in 
the way of spending compared 
to the current budget that 
ends June 30. 

“There are not a great deal 
of differences in the overall 
budget this year versus last 
year,” said Crittenden County 
Judge-Executive Perry New¬ 
com. “It’s pretty lean.” 

Crittenden Fiscal Court in¬ 
troduced an $8.71 million 


complete spending plan Mon¬ 
day for Fiscal Year 2015 -16. It 
offers no revenue enhance¬ 
ments over the $8.24 million 
budget the county is now op¬ 
erating under. 

Nearly all of the growth in 
the budget is from $400,000 
alloted for improvements at 
the Ben E. Clement Mineral 
Museum should a grant in 
that amount to repair a leaky 
roof be received. Such a grant 
was unsuccessfully sought 
last year. If the state grant is 


not received again this year, 
that money will not be spent 
by the county. 

No raise for county employ¬ 
ees is included in the budget. 
Last year, a 3 percent increase 
in salaries was granted. How¬ 
ever, Newcom said he felt the 
county could not afford the 
same this year. 

More than a third of the es¬ 
timated general fund receipts 
of $1.02 million come from an 
anticipated $385,000 in prop¬ 
erty taxes. The county’s occu¬ 


pational and net profits tax 
accounts for another esti¬ 
mated $350,000 in revenue. 
The balance is from various 
other taxes, fees, reimburse¬ 
ments and collections. 

From the general fund is a 
proposed $319,145 to be 
transfered to Crittenden 
County Detention Center for 
operations from July 1 of this 
year to June 30, 2016. New¬ 
com said the money is needed 
to balance the jail’s budget, as 
the 133-bed lock-up has 


never generated enough rev¬ 
enue to cover its expenses. 

It is likely even more money 
will be needed to even out the 
jail budget. From July 1, 
2014, through Monday - still 
two months shy of the start of 
a new fiscal year - the county 
had transferred into the jail 
fund $368,500, according to 
County Treasurer Sue Padget. 

Final approval of the 
budget is expected at the next 
scheduled fiscal court meeting 
on May 21. 


Forty years after its end, Vietnam War still difficult to 


Forty years ago today 
(Thursday), the book was 
closed on America’s military 
and political involvement in 
Vietnam. But our investment 
in that war has left scars 
that remain across the na¬ 
tion, even in our little com¬ 
munity. 

The end of the Vietnam 
War came with the last 
American soldiers hurriedly 
evacuated from the roof of 
the U.S. embassy in Saigon 
as communist troops from 
the North overran the South 
Vietnamese capital. Along 
with the exit on April 30, 
1975, promises to an ally 
were broken and South Viet¬ 
nam ceased to exist. 

Though our combat role 



in Vietnam had effectively 
ended two years prior, old 
wounds were re-opened as 
Saigon fell and democracy 
was lost. For the tens of 
thousands of veterans trying 
to leave the ugliness of the 
war behind, the events of 
April 1975 unfolding in the 
media were no doubt a re¬ 
minder of all that had been 


lost with Vietnam. 

Those losses include six 
men from Crittenden County 
who were among the more 
than 58,000 to give then- 
lives in Southeast Asia. 

History records that: 

- James K. Hughes re¬ 
mains the only known 
African-American who called 
Crittenden County home to 
have been killed in combat in 
a foreign land. He was killed 
in 1966 at the age of 29. 

- Billy Joe Williams is per¬ 
haps the eldest and highest 
ranking member of the mili¬ 
tary from Crittenden County 
to give his life. The Army 
major was killed in 1970 at 
the age of 41. 

- The loss of Bobby J. 


Jennings in 1967 proved too 
much for his father, who suf¬ 
fered a fatal heart attack 
upon hearing the news of the 
23-year-old’s death. 

- Less than three months 
later, Charles L. Doom, 21, 
became one of more than 

9,100 men to die from non¬ 
combat-related accidents 
when he was killed in a vehi¬ 
cle crash in South Vietnam. 

- Just shy of his 22nd 
birthday, Leon Beard gave 
his life in 1969. His widow’s 
anguished cries still haunt 
the memory of former co¬ 
workers at Potter & Brum¬ 
field there on the day she 
learned of his death. 

- Johnny W. Lindsey, 
whose name can be found on

Panel 34E, Row 79 of the 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial 
in Washington, fell to the 
enemy in 1968. He was 22. 

For those who made it 
back from the war, none 
were left unscathed. Some 
still carry their wounds. 

In 2015, the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of the arrival of combat 
units in Vietnam, America 
still struggles to understand 
the quagmire that was the 
Vietnam War. And the mere 
mention of it can stir debate. 

But politicians are to 
blame for losing the war, and 
those who served honorably 
on the battle lines for democ¬ 
racy were no less a hero than 
their fathers who fought 
tyranny in World War II.

I am responding to Ken¬ 
tucky Auditor Adam Edelen’s 
report on the financial condi¬ 
tion of Kentucky’s rural hos¬ 
pitals that was released to 
the public on March 30. 

I applaud Auditor Edelen 
for his acknowledgement of 
the dynamic and transforma¬ 
tional health care environ¬ 
ment we operate in today. 

His efforts are an important 
step forward in raising 
awareness and advocating 
for engagement and collabo¬ 
ration among state officials, 
policymakers, health care 
providers and hospitals to 
ensure the economic health 
of rural Kentucky. 

The auditor’s report 
brought to light the ongoing 
challenges all rural hospitals 
are facing. We must continue 
to bring awareness to policy 
and payment strategies being 
utilized by the for-profit Med¬ 
icaid managed care organiza¬ 
tions. These practices are not 
sustainable and officials in 
Frankfort must hold these 
organizations accountable to 
fair practices. 

During the fiscal years 
2011-13, which served as the 


financial baseline for Auditor 
Edelen’s report, hospitals na¬ 
tionally faced very difficult 
times that included de¬ 
creased patient volumes, de¬ 
creased reimbursements and 
operational reductions. Ad¬ 
ditionally, in Kentucky, hos¬ 
pitals experienced the 
transition to Medicaid man¬ 
aged care, implementation of 
new electronic health records 
requirements, Medicaid ex¬ 
pansion, Medicare payment 
reductions, sequestration 
and the introduction of the 
Affordable Care Act. 

Fiscal Year 2014 financial 
data for hospitals was unau¬ 
dited and was not included 
in Auditor Edelen’s report. 

Livingston Hospital and 
Healthcare Services (LHHS) 
successfully managed that 
challenging period and finan¬ 
cially realized an $800,000 
positive swing in net income 
in 2014 to end the fiscal year 
with $664,000 in net income. 
The first three months of fis¬ 
cal year 2015 ending March 
31 has resulted in a net in¬ 
come of $272,000. Not bad 
for a small, rural hospital in 
today’s tumultuous environ¬ 
ment. 

A hospital, like any busi¬ 


ness, must generate a profit 
to remain in business, main¬ 
tain and/or improve existing 
services or add new services. 
Over the last couple of years, 
LHHS added a second board 
certified general surgeon to 
the medical staff, acquired 
digital mammography tech¬ 
nology, added a rural health 
clinic in Eddyville, started a 
walk-in clinic for 
urgent/non-emergent visits, 
acquired new ultrasound 
technology, acquired new 
laboratory analyzers, made 
improvements to its physical 
plant, become the first desig¬ 
nated Level IV trauma center 
in western Kentucky and 
started the Livingston Hospi¬ 
tal Foundation Inc. 

Hospitals are typically 
thought of only for the health 
care services they provide in 
a community, but their con¬ 
tribution to the local econ¬ 
omy is also important and 
many times overlooked. They 
provide employment which 
retains local dollars in the 
county and attracts external 
dollars into the county; pro¬ 
mote recruitment/retention 
of medical professionals; as¬ 
sist in attracting/retaining 
industry in the county; pur¬ 


chase goods and services 
from local and regional ven¬ 
dors, further creating/retain¬ 
ing jobs; and perhaps most 
importantly, provide the se¬ 
curity of having a 24/ 7 
health care facility and 
physician offices available in 
the county. 

The hospital currently 
provides a total of 180 jobs 
and an annual payroll more 
than $6 million. These em¬ 
ployees are not just residents 
of Livingston County, but are 
geographically disbursed, 
commuting from Crittenden, 
McCracken, Lyon, Union and 
Hopkins counties. 

LHHS has a great board of 
directors, super medical 
staff, caring and compassion¬ 
ate employees and a very 
committed ladies auxiliary. 

As the transformation contin¬ 
ues in health care, we are all 
committed to providing the 
best care and service to the 
patients and communities 
that we are privileged to 
serve.

4 taxpayer ID theft 
cases investigated 

Crittenden County Sheriff 
Wayne Agent said his office 
has opened four cases related 
to taxpayer identity theft. 

"They probably won't be the 
last," he said last week. 

The cases involve local tax¬ 
payers who have found their 
tax return to have been fraud¬ 
ulently filed by someone who 
has stolen their Social Security 
number. Agent said about the 
only thing his office can do is 
create a report that can be 
used by the IRS to start an in¬ 
vestigation. 

A notice from the IRS say¬ 
ing your return won’t be ac¬ 
cepted might be the first clue 
that your identity has been 
stolen. Identity theft could lead 
to long delays in getting your 
refund or to bigger tax bills for 
unreported income. 

“The IRS recognizes the first 
return submitted under a So¬ 
cial Security number, and 
usually the identity theft is 
identified when the second re¬ 
turn is filed” under that same 
number, said Mark Luscombe, 
principal federal tax analyst for 
Wolters Kluwer Tax & Ac¬ 
counting, US. 

More than 236,000 tax re¬ 
turns processed last year were 
deemed fraudulent because of 
identity theft, and nearly $1.2 
billion in refunds from those 
fraudulent returns were 
blocked, according to the 
Treasury inspector general for 
tax administration.

A groundbreaking blood 
and bone marrow drive will 
be held next month for a 
Salem boy afflicted with a 
rare disease. 

The American Red 
Cross is partnering with 
North Livingston Elemen¬ 
tary School and Delete 
Blood Cancer DKMS for a 
drive to benefit Mason 
Fuller, 11. The event will 
be held from 1:30 to 6:30 
p.m. next Thursday at the 
school in Burna. 

Mason has connections 
to both Livingston and 
Crittenden County. He is 
the son of Brad and Jenny 
Fuller of Salem. His father, 
Brad, is a 1990 graduate 
of Crittenden County High 
School and a native of 
Tolu. 

In January, Mason was 
diagnosed with Nuclear 
Factor Kappa B Essential 
Modulator, or NEMO defi¬ 
ciency syndrome, a condi¬ 
tion involving the X 
chromosome. The diagno¬ 
sis was made at Cincinnati 
Children’s Hospital, and 
the condition is so rare, 
the hospital has treated 
only five patients who have 
had the immunodefi¬ 
ciency. 

His condition requires 
weekly plasma transfu¬ 
sions and a bone marrow 
transplant. A side effect of 
the condition is a weak¬ 
ened immune system. 

Although Mason can’t 
attend school because of 
possible exposure to other 
illnesses, administrators, 
teachers and fellow stu¬ 
dents will be showing their 
support by honoring him 
at the upcoming blood 
drive. 

“We are humbled, and 
we feel blessed to know 
that a lot of people are 
coming out and showing 
their support,” said 
Mason’s mother, Jenny, in 
a news release issued last 
week by the American Red 
Cross of Nashville Area.

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Smokers offered another incentive to kick the habit

Crittenden County resi¬ 
dents wanting to kick the 
nicotine habit now have an 
extra incentive to stop 
smoking. 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment for Public Health 
(DPH) has announced free 
nicotine replacement ther¬ 
apy (NRT) products will be 
available to all Kentuckians 
who call Quit Now Ken¬ 
tucky through May 10. To 
receive the products, 
callers must enroll in the 
smoking cessation program 
with a trained coach and be 
qualified as medically-eligi¬ 
ble to receive the free med¬ 
ication. 


DPH will provide callers 
with a starter supply of 
nicotine replacement ther- 
apy products to help them 
quit smoking for good, 
while supplies last. Adults 
and youth as young as 15 
can access the quit coach¬ 
ing services provided 
through (800) QUIT NOW 
or QuitNowKentucky.org. 

“Quitting can be difficult 
under any circumstances, 
but there are ways to help 
you quit,” said Dr. 
Stephanie Mayfield, DPH 
commissioner. “Cessation 
coaches at Quit Now Ken¬ 
tucky, Kentucky’s tobacco 
quitline, are trained to help 
Kentuckians quit for good, 


improve their health and 
reduce the chance of life¬ 
long conditions from smok¬ 
ing. 

Reducing smoking is a 
key component of Gov. 
Steve Beshear’s health ini¬ 
tiative, kyhealthnow, which 
includes priorities for com¬ 
prehensive smoke-free poli¬ 
cies and increasing 
nicotine replacement ther¬ 
apy. 

DPH recommends NRT 
for some people trying to 
quit tobacco use who have 
found cessation coaching 
isn’t enough. NRT is spe¬ 
cialized medication to help 
wean tobacco users from 
the cravings for the nico¬ 


tine in cigarettes. The 
American Cancer Society 
estimates that 25 to 33 per¬ 
cent of smokers who use 
nicotine replacement ther¬ 
apy can stay smoke-free for 
more than six months. 

Smoking begins to dam¬ 
age your body immediately. 
According to DPH, within 
30 minutes of smoking, a 
person’s blood vessels will 
narrow and heart rate and 
blood pressure will in¬ 
crease. Also, risk for stroke 
significantly increases al¬ 
most immediately. 

However, within 20 min¬ 
utes of quitting, heart rate 
and blood pressure will 
drop; within three months, 


circulation and lung func¬ 
tion improves; and after 
one year, risk of heart dis¬ 
ease will be cut in half. 

Historically, Kentucky 
has experienced a high 
prevalence of smoking and 
tobacco use. Currently, 
26.5 percent of the adult 
population smokes, which 
is the second highest rate 
of all 50 states and the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia. Eighteen 
percent of high school stu¬ 
dents smoke, and 22 per¬ 
cent of Kentucky women 
smoke during pregnancy. 

“In total, more than 
900,000 Kentuckians 
smoke, putting themselves 
at an increased risk of dis¬ 


ease and death,” said May- 
field. “Quitting can be diffi¬ 
cult, but it could 
significantly reduce the 
rates of cancer, cardiovas¬ 
cular and respiratory dis¬ 
eases, which are linked to 
tobacco use. We encourage 
all Kentuckians who are 
struggling to quit to take 
advantage of this no-cost 
opportunity to help them 
quit smoking for good.”

How¬ 
ever, the same report 
showed the monthly jobless 
rate for several counties in¬ 
creased - albeit slightly - for 
the first time this year.

Crittenden County Super¬ 
intendent of Schools Vince 
Clark said job shadowing, 
co-op programs, work-based 
education credits, WorkKeys 
assessment and other voca¬ 
tional testing are available 
generally at no cost to stu¬ 
dents. He also said the 
school system has a “jobs 
coach” who fosters relation¬ 
ships between students and 
businesses. 

Clark said local adminis¬ 
trators and teachers have 
spent a great deal of time 
discussing the future of ed¬ 
ucation. 

“We have talked about 
how school is being rede¬ 
fined. It’s different than 
when we went to school,” 
Clark said. 

The superintendent fore¬ 
sees a time when there will 
be more work-based educa¬ 
tional credits. 

“I don’t think you will ever 
be able to work four years on 
a farm and earn a diploma, 
but if you are interested in 
pursuing a path in agricul¬ 
ture, I think there are some 
opportunities there for edu¬ 
cational credit and to create 
life skills and work skills.”

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Learning essentials on essential oils 


By now, you’ve likely 
heard about essential oils, 
but may not be familiar 
with what they are and 
their benefits and risks. 
Essential oils are highly 
concentrated oils derived 
from plants. While used 
for centuries, their popu¬ 
larity has recently soared, 
especially among individu¬ 
als looking for natural heal¬ 
ing options other than 
prescription medications. 

A term you may be more 
familiar with is aromather¬ 
apy, which is how essential 
oils are used. While re¬ 
search is limited into the ef¬ 
fectiveness of 

aromatherapy, some stud¬ 



ies have shown the practice 
may have health benefits 
such as relieving anxiety or 
depression or improving 
health and wellness, partic¬ 
ularly for those who suffer 
from chronic illness. Many 
oils are safe when used as 
directed but none are regu¬ 
lated by the U.S. Food and 


Drug Administration. 

The oil you choose to use 
depends on the ailment you 
hope to relieve or cure. No 
medically endorsed list ex¬ 
ists that specifies which oil 
is best for treating particu¬ 
lar health conditions. The 
chemistry of oils will vary 
among different locations, 
climates, seasons, time of 
day when harvested, pack¬ 
aging methods, storage 
method and even among 
plants. This is in vast con¬ 
trast to pharmaceuticals 
that are synthetically re¬ 
produced to be the same 
each time. More research is 
needed to determine essen¬ 
tial oils’ effect on children 


and pregnant or breast¬ 
feeding women and how the 
oils might interact with 
other medications and 
treatments. Before starting 
any treatment, research the 
oil and consult qualified 
health care professionals. 

Oils can be applied in a 
variety of ways but most 
commonly are rubbed di¬ 
rectly on the skin or in¬ 
haled. The application 
method depends on the 
health condition you have 
and the type of oil you are 
using. For example, you 
would most likely apply an 
essential oil topically if you 
were using it to heal a 
wound. Oils used for mood 


enhancers are most com¬ 
monly inhaled for fast re¬ 
lief. Some oils can cause 
skin irritation and should 
not be applied directly to 
the skin. 

Many oils have to be di¬ 
luted with another sub¬ 
stance such as water or 
another oil in order to be 
applied topically. Others 
may produce an allergic re¬ 
action in some individuals 
or cause sun sensitivity. If 
you have questions about 
an application method, you 
should consult an aro¬ 
matherapist. 

Oils should always be 
stored out of sight and 
away from children. Acci¬ 


dental ingestion of oils in 
amounts as small as a tea¬ 
spoon has resulted in 
death.

Backroads 
Festival draws 
visitors from as 
far as Norway

People from 15 states and 
three foreign countries made 
their way to Crittenden 
County last week for the 26th 
annual Backroads Festival, 
according to organizers.

Quilt Show 
in Paducah. 

"It is very

The Backroads Festival 
draws more out of town visi¬ 
tors than any other single 
event held in Marion during 
the year, said Edwards, but 
putting a figure to the eco¬ 
nomic benefit is difficult.

The Homemakers’ show 
also featured the amazing 
work of Marion's Master Quil- 
ter June Culvey. Her quilts ri¬ 
valed many of those displayed 
in Paducah.

Extension ag seminars 
abuzz about beekeeping

A world without honeybees 
would mean a world without 
many favorite summertime 
fruits and vegetables. Apples, 
blueberries, watermelons, cu¬ 
cumbers and many other 
types of produce are depend¬ 
ent on honeybee pollination. 

At a beekeeping meeting 
held earlier this month at the 
Ed-Tech Center in Marion, 
University of Kentucky Crit¬ 
tenden County Cooperative 
Extension Service Agriculture 
and Natural Resources Agent 
Meredith Hall spoke to a 
classroom filled with local res¬ 
idents interested in the art of 
beekeeping. 

Hall explained the impor¬ 
tance of the honeybee goes far 
beyond what’s in the produce 
aisle at the local grocery and 
affects many components of 
agriculture both directly and 
indirectly. For example, while 
alfalfa hay doesn’t require in¬ 
sect pollination, it is grown 
from seed that is entirely de¬ 
pendent on insect pollination. 
Hall said honeybees are one of 
the insects used to pollinate 
alfalfa fields for seed produc¬ 
tion in California, a major 
source of the country’s alfalfa 
seed production. 

But honeybees don’t just 
play a big role in agriculture, 
they are also beneficial to hu¬ 
mans in other ways. In addi¬ 
tion to soothing a cough, 
honey is also believed to be a 
great source to treat minor 
wounds. During the honey 
conversion process when nec¬ 
tar is deposited, trace ele¬ 
ments of hydrogen peroxide, 
an anti-bacterial source, are 
also produced from various 
enzymes in the bee’s mouth. 

Consuming local honey is 
also believed to relieve sea¬ 
sonal allergies. Hall said when 
local honey is eaten, small 
amounts of allergens are in¬ 
gested which can help build 


up the body’s immunity. Once 
reintroduced to the allergen, 
the body can fight off aller¬ 
gies. 

Hall said honey may also 
be beneficial to prevent low 
white blood cell counts. A re¬ 
cent study by the Mayo Clinic 
involved 14 cancer patients 
undergoing chemotherapy. 
During treatment, each pa¬ 
tient ate two teaspoons of 
honey. After the trial, seven of 
the patients undergoing the 
treatments didn’t suffer from 
low white blood cell counts. 

With the passage of Senate 
Bill 143, honeybees are in¬ 
cluded in the definition of live¬ 
stock and can be exempt from 
sales tax. Hall said that’s an 
important step for existing 
beekeepers and local resi¬ 
dents who are interested in 
beekeeping. 


Hall said the classes were 
initiated in part by the num¬ 
ber of calls on the topic re¬ 
ceived at the Extension 
Service. She wanted to pro¬ 
vide a local forum to discuss 
beekeeping, share informa¬ 
tion and eventually work to¬ 
ward making two hives for 
honey production. 

The next beekeeping meet¬ 
ing is scheduled for Tuesday 
at the Ed-Tech Center. Call 
the Extension Service office at 
(270) 965-5236 for further in¬ 
formation. 

Hall is in the process of 
scheduling a visit to Marion 
by Kentucky’s state apiarist 
Tammy Horn for a regional 
discussion on beekeeping. 

“I’ve been pleased with the 
turnout and look forward to 
the upcoming meetings,” Hall 
said.

Mike Hancock on the road’s 
development. 

“As far back as the mid- to 
late 1990s, the primary goal 
was to construct a facility 
that would allow 102-inch 
wide trucks to safely use U.S. 
641 between 1-24 and Mar¬ 
ion,” Romine said in the 
email. “While there were 
some initial desires to con¬ 
struct a four-lane facility, 
traffic volumes have not jus¬ 
tified a project with a scope 
that large. 

“Recent work on U.S. 641 
between Fredonia and Mar¬ 
ion has provided a better 
route for the large trucks and 
should provide a safer, more 
efficient facility for the large 
trucks and traveling public, 
alike. Our continued focus is 
on improvements to U.S. 641 
between Fredonia and 1-24 
with, again, a goal to build a 
facility that will meet traffic 
needs and provide a safe 
route for 102-inch 
trucks. Once complete, this 
new corridor will provide the 
more efficient, safer connec¬ 
tion between 1-24 and Marion 


that has long been a goal of 
the community and the 
Transportation Cabinet.” 

Newcom was disappointed 
with Romine’s statements. 

“He is absolutely correct in 
the fact that the history dates 
back to the 1990s, and in the 
past 25 years, we have a dirt 
track to show for our pa¬ 
tience and persistence,” New¬ 
com wrote to Buchanan, 
adding that the current nar¬ 
row and winding U.S. 641 
from Marion to Eddyville con¬ 
tinues to be plagued with 
“horrific accidents” and 
causes headaches for trans¬ 
portation of goods and serv¬ 
ices to and from the 
community. 

“We constantly have to 
work around Vehicle En¬ 
forcement issues due to the 
fact that we have no road 
legal for the standard-width 
trucks that are used today,” 
Newcom continued. 

As it now stands, there are 
no corridors in Crittenden 
County certified to carry the 
102-inch tractor-trailers 
used by most carriers. 

“Again, I see that the Cab¬ 
inet is not going to provide 
solid information on when or 
even if this road will be built,” 


Newcom concluded in his 
email. 

Currently, work on the 
construction of the first 
phase of a new U.S. 641 ap¬ 
pears stalled. 

As of today (Thursday), it 
has been 1,168 days since a 
ceremonial ground-breaking 
for the road project on Feb. 
17, 2012. Grade and drain 
work on the 5.2-mile segment 
from Marion to Fredonia is al¬ 
most complete, but Newcom 
said he does not expect to see 
paving along this initial phase 
of the overall project until 
2016. 

A timetable is difficult to 
nail down. There remain out¬ 
standing property acquisi¬ 
tions for tie-ins to the current 
U.S. 641, and the design of 
the remainder of the route to¬ 
ward Eddyville is still under 
development. 

Newcom did not anticipate 
the project to be taken over 
by the federal government by 
asking Whitfield’s office for 
help, as federal highway 
funds are as scarce as state 
monies for roads and 
bridges, but he was hoping 
for better news after the con¬ 
gressman’s office contacted 
Frankfort on the issue.

Board of ed agrees to sell naming 
rights to facilities, alter spring break

Crittenden County Board of 
Education on Tuesday ap¬ 
proved a revision to the 2015- 
16 academic calendar that will 
push spring break back a 
week to coincide with other 
area school districts. The move 
will align the local district’s 
spring break with that of the 
vocational school in Princeton, 
preventing Crittenden County 
High School students from 
missing two weeks of voca¬ 
tional instruction as they did 
this year. 

The board also agreed to 


free up the first three days of 
spring to make up classroom 
instruction missed due to win¬ 
try weather if there are a con¬ 
siderable number of days to be 
made up as has been the case 
the last two school years.
